When residents of entire 
cities were evacuated in the af- 
termath of Hurricane Katrina 
that meant everyone, including 
prisoners and registered sex of- 
fenders. An estimated 15,000 
child predators have been dis- 
placed by the storm, and their 
whereabouts are still unknown. 
Approximately 25 percent of 
sex offenders on the Gulf Coast 
are currently out of compliance 
with their parole, probation or 
registry requirements. 

Hugo Holland, assistant 
district attorney for Caddo 
Parish, recently spoke to stu- 
dents on campus about the 
4,500 missing sex offenders in 
the state. Holland also wanted 
to educate and inform students 
here at LSUS about the overall 
problem of sex crimes in our 
society today. 

Holland is a sex crime 
prosecutor and an activist for 
the national problem of sex 
crimes and the people who 
commit those crimes. 

"I had no idea there were so 
many missing sex offenders af- 
ter Katrina,” said Michelle 
Sanders, freshman criminal jus- 
tice major. “I didn't even know 
there were so many in 
Louisiana.” 

Sanders said that she was 
glad she went to hear Holland 
speak. It gave her a better un- 
derstanding of the situation 
and the severity of the problem 
of the missing sex offenders in 
the state. 

"I know now that I need to 
be more careful and aware of 
what is going on around me,” 
said Sanders. "It scares me to 
think of how many sex offend- 
ers are missing and that they 
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could be here in the Shreve- 
port-Bossier area.” 

According to news reports, 
nationwide there are about 
550,000 convicted sexual of- 
fenders out of jail, 100,000 of 
whom are unaccounted for. 
Since there are thousands of 
children still missing from the 
storm, locating those missing 
predators is an especially high 
priority for federal and state of- 
ficials. 

The evacuation and reloca- 
tion of people from Louisiana 
parishes hit the hardest by Kat- 
rina potentially put thousands 
of registered sex offenders and 
sexual predators in new loca- 
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tions. In addition, an unknown 
number of the state's 62,606 
adult probationers and 
parolees are now under no su- 
pervision at all as a result of the 
hurricane. 

Dr. Bernadette Palombo, 
associate professor of criminal 
justice, said that there are so 
many sex offenders out there 
and that our state has a real 
problem distinguishing the dif- 
ference in the serious sex of- 
fenders and those who commit 
less serious sex crimes. 

"It would shock you to 
know how many sex offenders 
there are just wandering 
around,” said Palombo. "Every 


sex offender in New Orleans 
went missing after the hurri- 
cane. Unless they took it upon 
themselves to register, they are 
walking around planning their 
next sex crime.” 

"The number of sex offend- 
ers who lived in areas in the 
state that were just swamped 
by Katrina range between 3,300 
and 4,500," said Ted Raley of 
the Louisiana State Police. 

Raley said that 270 of those 
offenders usually check in at 
parole offices in five districts 
which are now closed due to 
Katrina and are now consid- 
ered at higher risk of repeating 
their crimes. He said that those 
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270 are who authorities are re- 
ally focused on tracking at this 
point. 

"The truth is that there is a 
whole lot of missing sex of- 
fenders, and they could be any- 
where right now,” said Raley. 
“We have had a difficult time 
trying to track them and their 
whereabouts." 

To track them down, 
Louisiana's corrections officials 
are visiting shelters and tele- 
phoning relatives of the offend- 
ers. But according to state 
police, many sex offenders who 
evacuated after the storm are

They compiled a list of as many animals as 
they could think of and cut it down to a small se- 
lection that they sent the artist. They felt that the 
pelican was the best choice by looking at the artists’ 
depiction. 


All of these questions could have easily been an- 
swered by contacting SGA. 

Also in Ms. Beane's letter she made a few com- 
ments I would like to argue. First, what is wrong with 


being too closely associated with Louisiana? We are 
after all Louisiana State University-Shreveport. Take a 
look at larger universities across the nation and you 
will find many of their mascots come from the history 
of its state. To name a few, Oklahoma State University 
Sooners, North Carolina Tarhills, and the Tennessee 
Volunteers. And why does it matter that other schools 
in the state do not have state-related mascots? We 
could be the first at something. Second, throughout 
the letter I found a few contradictions within her state- 
ments. One that I would like to address is her idea that 
a mascot should be fierce and intimidating, nat per- 
sonable. Yet in the last paragraph she gives the sug- 
gestion of the Riverboat Pilots as our mascot because 
it is more personable. Confused?? So am I. 

I have seen a large number of universities 
throughout the United States with what would be 
seen as a much more personable mascot than the peli- 
cans. Think, University of Hawaii Rainbows.

A&M does not have a mascot 
connected to the state, but she 
is incorrect. Now, first of all, 
we would not presume to tell 
the students and alumni of 
LSU A&M what mascot to 
choose, but we don't see any 
reason why LSUS should not 
choose a mascot which reflects 
the state of Louisiana. How- 
ever, LSU's Tigers are named 
after a Civil War Battalion 
called the "Tigers" that was 
started in New Orleans and 
was famous in Louisiana at the 
time. 

Ms. Beane believes that 
mascots need to be "fierce and 
intimidating.” We don't know 
if Ms. Beane has had any con- 
tact with pelicans, but we are 
sure that some of our biology 
professors could attest that 
pelicans are not wimps. 

Ms. Beane believes that 
the only "good bird mascots 
are Falcons or Eagles." Since a 
number of college and profes- 
sional teams have cardinals, 
blue jays and other birds as 
mascots, we believe that thou- 
sands of devoted fans can't be 
wrong and we choose not to

(my emphasis).” How can this 
sticker violate the First 
Amendment, which only says 
that "Congress shall make no 
law respecting an establish- 
ment of religion?"

Amendment is to prevent the 
federal government from es- 
tablishing a national religion. 
Not only that, but ID does not 
necessarily postulate a deity, 
just some intelligent being, 
one possibility being an alien 
race. Thus, the sticker, which 
merely asked students to ap- 
proach evolutionary theory 
with an open mind, in no way 
violates any part of the Consti- 


insult them as well. 

Once again, we would also 
have to refer Ms. Beane's con- 
cern about the pelican being in 
the "same family of birds as 
the boobie bird" to our biology 
professors; we have been as- 
sured that the boobie birds are 
quite rare and special. 

We agree with Ms. Beane's 
assertion that "we are the Pi- 
lots.”

We would 
remind Ms. Beane that there 
are numerous examples of 
teams which use a call name 
which is different from the 
name of the mascot.

tution, regardless of its "reli- 
gious ties.” 

Key then quotes Dr. 
Nathan Hutchings, who said 
that "[w]e try to support mate- 
rial best supported by science.” 
This is an oversimplification 
because it assumes that all sci- 
entists agree with evolution, 
yet ID proponents are scien- 
tists with degrees, and some of 
them have been published in 
scientific journals. It also disre- 
gards the fact that evolution- 
ists disagree on many details 
of their own theory. In addi- 
tion, since evolution deals 
with origins, it involves meta- 
physical implications. Thus, it 
is not even possible to make it 
a purely empirical theory. Dr. 
Hutchings was also quoted as 
saying, "Whether or not to 
teach intelligent design falls 
into academic freedom, but 
not at the expense of the infor- 
mation that is necessary to

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Spanish students speak to Hispanic evacuees

The Spanish 301 Advanced 
Speaking class spoke with His- 
panic evacuees as part of a class 
project. Each of the 12 students 
interviewed a different evac- 
uee. The students interviewed 
evacuees from the LSUS shel- 
ter, the Broadmoor Baptist 
Church shelter, the Hirsch Coli- 
seum and CenturyTel. 

Originally the class was as- 
signed to give mini-Spanish 
conversational courses at Art- 
space for the Mexican holiday 
"Dia de los Muertos" (The Day 
of the Dead). It's a tradition that 
honors the spirits of the dead. 

The Shreveport Regional 
Arts Center had planned a fes- 
tival including food, music, art 
exhibits, dance and many other 
elements of Mexican culture. 
The festival was to last eight 
weeks at Artspace. 

After Hurricane Katrina, 
the SRAC and festival steering 
committee decided that a festi- 
val involving death, skeletons 
and graveyards would be inap- 
propriate. 

"The Dia de los Muertos 
project was put on hold until 
next year," said Lynn Walford, 
the professor of the Spanish 301

For their service-learning 
project the students inter- 
viewed Hispanic evacuees 
about their experiences during 
Hurricane Katrina and in the 
US. 

One student, Lupe Meza, a 
Spanish major, interviewed a 
62-year-old woman at Century- 
Tel. Meza was introduced to the 
woman through another evac- 
uee who was looking for a 
Spanish speaker for her. _ 

The woman was originally 
from Spain and knew little 
English. She worked in New 
Orleans for 30 years in two 
restaurants in the French Quar- 
ter. 


Continued from p. 1 
failing to check in with police 
or may have even left the state. 
Florida has a hurricane policy 
that requires certain registered 
sex offenders to ride out the 
storm in jail, but Louisiana has 
no policy in regard to sex of- 
fenders during hurricanes or 
evacuations, 

That means those regis- 
tered in the system could end 
up in shelters or communities 
across Louisiana and in other 
states. 

According to Louisiana 
state law, sex offenders have 10 
days after a relocation to regis- 
ter their new addresses. State 
officials say that time is up. 

The United States has 
strengthened laws to keep 
track of sex offenders in the 


After the hurricane, the 
woman, while helping another, 
was found and picked up by a 
military helicopter. She was 
taken to the airport and flown, 
in a military airplane, to 
Shreveport. 

The woman told Meza she 
felt like a helpless child and 
cried as she was lifted into the 
helicopter. She cried as she told 
Meza of the people she saw 
“under the water” while she 
was still in New Orleans. 

"The entire time she spoke 
to.me she never said one nega- 
tive thing,” said Meza. "Even af- 
ter I asked her thoughts on the 
government's help, she was still 
so positive. She said, ‘I never 
knew there were angels on this 
earth.”

Because of the 
woman, Meza said 
she left with a more 
positive outlook on 
life after a tragedy.

There was_no electricity, 
food or water at their home, 
and therefore, they once again 
were on the road. They traveled 
up to the LSUS shelter where 
there was no more room and so 
they were told to go to Broad-

moor Baptist Church for shel- 
ter. 

The girl and her family had 
been there six days when Can- 
non interviewed her. After the 
interview, Cannon met the 
girl's mother who was very 
worried. 

"She said, 'Where's my 
daughter? What did you do 
with her?" said Cannon. "Her 
mother was very upset and did 
not understand that I was inter- 
viewing her about their evacua- 
tion. I had recorded our 
interview and taken pictures, 
but the distrustful mother 
made me give her the pictures 
and the tape.” 

Cannon's experience after 
his interview was different 
from Meza's. Because of the 
girl's mother, he left with a dif- 
ferent perspective of the evac- 
uees. 

"Usually the evacuees are 
happy to speak to someone and 
tell their story,” said Cannon. "I 
guess the mother was worried 
and distrustful because she was 
in a new place where she knew 
no one. It’s nice to be able to see 
different people act differently." 

Pictures and videos from 
the interviews will soon be 
posted on the LSUS Web site.

"I think that was an eye 
opener for both men and 
women who have been put into 
those situations.” 

At the end of the show 
Hayes and Murrie encouraged 
all students to talk to a coun- 
selor at school if they have been 
in this situation or know of 
someone who is.

LSUS student elected to system Board of Supervisors

SGA _ president Lacey 
Spencer has become the first 
LSUS student in nearly two 
decades to be elected to the 
Louisiana State University 
Board of Supervisors. 

The Board of Supervisors, 
which decides policy for all 
schools in the LSU system, con- 
sists of 16 members from the 
eight Congressional districts of 
Louisiana. All citizen members 
of the board are appointed by 
the governor. The student rep- 
resentative, however, must be 
voted into a one-year term by 
the SGA presidents of all LSU 
system schools. 

"It's very competitive to get 
on the board," said Spencer. 
"You're up there with the best 
of the best from Louisiana." 

According to Spencer, one 
of the concerns other SGA pres- 
idents had was the location of 
her home university, with 
Shreveport being further away 
from schools such as LSU in 
Baton Rouge, the University of 


New Orleans, the LSU Law 
Center in Baton Rouge and the 
Medical Center in New Or- 
leans. Spencer visited each 
campus in the system and 
spoke with its student body 
president, with the hope of al- 
leviating any fears that may 


have existed about vot- ... 


ing her into office. 

"You have to have an 
understanding of all in- 
stitutions [in Louisiana],” 
said Spencer. "Whenever 
I vote, I think about the 
65,000 students I'm rep- 
resenting.” 

"This reflects very 
well on LSUS," said Dr. 
Gloria Raines, vice chan- 
cellor of student affairs. 
"It is long overdue." 

According to Raines, the 
student candidate for the board 
of supervisors must be the SGA 
president at his or her home 
university. While the 15 ap- 
pointed citizen members repre- 
sent the interests of their 
districts, the student represen- 
tative is the voice of all stu- 


dents in the LSU system. 

"For the students not to 
have representation would be 
folly," said Hank Gowen, a lo- 
cal attorney and parliamentari- 
an of the LSU Board of 
Supervisors. "They are an inte- 
gral part of the gaa 


According to Gowen, the 
Board of Supervisors has a $2 
billion budget to oversee the 
operations of the LSU school 
system, which includes under- 
graduate education, graduate 
education and medical re- 
search. Along with local archi- 
tect Stewart Slack, Gowen and 
Spencer represent the 4th Con- 


gressional district of Louisiana, 
which includes LSUS and the 
LSU Medical Center in Shreve- 
port. According to Gowen, 
having three members from 
one district might tip the scales 
in favor of policy regarding 
LSUS. 
“This gives us 

a little more visibility," 
said Dr. Vincent 
Marsala, LSUS chancel- 
lor. "It's been a long 
time since we've had a 
student [from LSUS] 
on the board." Accord- 
ing to Marsala, the last 
LSUS student to serve 
on the Board of Super- 
visors was Lane Rosen, 
who is now a doctor. 
Rosen served 24 years ago. 

According to Spencer, 
many were unsure of what to 
expect regarding her election to 
the Board of Supervisors, con- 
sidering the amount of time 
which had passed since LSUS 
had a representative. 

"It's something you don't 
learn in the classroom," said 


Spencer. "I don't think any- 
thing could have prepared me." 
According to Spencer, be- 
ing a board member has pre- 
pared her for the future 
regarding her education as well 
as profession. Spencer, who is 
a biology major and plans to at- 
tend medical school, has a 
scholarship to any school in the 
LSU system for the rest of her 
life. Along with the other 
board members, she awards 20 
scholarships to students in the 
LSU system. Spencer has 
asked the SGA presidents from 
each LSU school to send her a 
list of students they feel are 
worthy of receiving the money. 
‘Tl never experience any- 
thing like it,” said Spencer. "I'm 
very thankful and blessed." 

Spencer- also encourages 
fellow students to take advan- 
tage of any opportunity pre- 
sented to them. 

"My philosophy is if any- 
body works hard enough, they 
can achieve anything they want 
to achieve," she said.

LSUS considers adopting smoking ban

This past May, Shreveport Mayor 


Keith Hightower signed Ordi- 
nance No. 37, better known as the 
Smoking Ordinance. Now it is ille- 
gal for people to smoke within 25 
feet of any public building or facil- 
ity or any private property where 
the public may gather. A state law 
supercedes this measure and al- 
lows smoking in any place where 
alcohol is consumed. Though it is 
not specifically noted in the ordi- 
nance, the official press release 
from Hightower's office states that 
this ban will apply to colleges and 
universities. 

But in the past five months the 
din of smokers congregating near 
the entrances of Bronson Hall and 
other buildings on campus has not 
shrunk. Many are confused as to 
how this city ordinance applies to 
LSUS, a state institution. 

When the faculty senate met 
on Oct. 12, the final ruling was that 
the ordinance does not apply to 
LSUS which is state property.

However, the university still could 
adopt the ordinance on its own vo- 
lition. The faculty senate voted 10- 
1 to pass the issue onto the staff 
senate and the Chancellor's office 
for final consideration. 

"Frankly, I'd like to see [the en- 
tire campus] smoke free," said Dr. 
Rebecca Nolan, professor of psy- 
chology, who sees the 25-foot rule 
as a courtesy. However, she and 
others have noted that placing 
ashtrays next to the entrances en- 
courages smokers to loiter where 
they are most obtrusive. Nolan, a 
former smoker who quit about 10 
years ago, has been the chief pro- 
ponent of instituting the smoking 
ban. 

LSUS Chancellor Vincent 
Marsala, who attended the faculty 
senate meeting, also suggested a 
smoke-free campus. 

Mary Jarzabek, director of 
forensics, is a smoker who would 
be affected should the ban go into 
effect. 

"Lots of us are stuck here all 
day," she said. "Smokers should be

deferential to non-smokers,” she 
said, agreeing that keeping ciga- 
rettes away from the entrances to 
buildings is "just good manners." 

Indeed, the ordinance gives 
precedence to the rights of non- 
smokers. In addition, those who 
violate the ban could be fined as 
much as $50 and ordered to serve 
up to 40 hours in community serv- 
ice. 

The ordinance was first pro- 
posed by City Councilman Jeff 
Hogan from District E. Theron 
Jackson, councilman from District 
G, was also a main proponent of 
the measure which passed on a 
vote of 5-2 this past April. 

Monty Walford, councilman 
from District B, voted against the 
ordinance. 

"[The ordinance] goes too far 
into private property,” Walford 
said. Because the ban affects any 
place where public business is 
conducted, owners of private in- 
stitutions cannot set their own 
rules. "I think the intentions were 
good," he said of the ordinance.
